MILITARY POWER RESPONSIBLE FOR 


WAR SAYS LIEUTENANT DOUGLAS 


Neuwied, Germany, 
j 


February 2, 1919. 


Fear Fa'hpr: 


Received today your letter mailed 


Dec. 31. I can well imagine that you 
ha-^c not hail much time for letter 
•writing. I receiver! Jane's very good 
letters and am certainly appreciative 
of the news from home. I look for- 
ward with much eagerness to the time 
when T ran see nil nf you ngain. 


Well, the dear old third corps is still 


in line with the same three divisions, 
the Ifit, 2nd, and 32d. The third corps 
aviation still has the first and third 
balloon 
companies. 
The 
first 
aern 


squadron is across the river, and only 
a few minutes from my office. My new 
major took sick (not seriously) two 
•weeks ago and now is down at Nice 
for several weeks on a sick leave. I 
am acting corps air service commander 
in his absence. It keeps me here ra- 
ther close, but I can always get an 
officer from the squadron to take my 
place if I go away for a day, which, 
liowevor, is vnry seldom. We are hav- 
ing maneuvers ttuv^ in the divisions, 
nnd the aviation is taking part. Their 
part, however, depends on the weather. 
We have been having some real winter 
lately. There is snow on tho ground 
«nd the visibility is usually very poor. 
I proved that flying a few days ago, 
•when we kept running through cloud 
banks whore you could not see any- 
thing. I was piloting the dual control, 
so noticed it especially. Wo arc espec- 
ially anxious to get some fine weather 
as we want to photograph some of this 
beautiful country along the Rhine. I 
have a fair collection of aerial photo- 
graphs which I am going to bring back 
with mo. 
. . . . . . 


Friday I went to Cologne. I had 


been up once before in the evening, 
but had not seen the city in daylight. 
It is- a very nice city. The cathedral 
is magnificent. Tho British are very 
good as an, army of occupation. They 
treat tho population very well .They 
are gentlemanly about tho business, 
but they do at times let the Germans 
know that they fought on tho side 
that won the war. I was out to tho 
aviation field. Nino R. A. F. squad- 
rons arc located there. They are great 
stunt fliers. Over seventy per cent of 
their fliers, I am told, are Canadians. 
They have a nice officers' club in Col- 
ogne. I was able to got some good En- 


: glish tobacco. 


This letter has suffered a break of 


several hours, and the hour is now lato. 


I accepted an invitation from my 


German people here where I live to 
come in and talk, and drink a little 
Rhine wino. Both of them aro very 
intelligent. The man is a lawyer and 
a, justice ,and his wife is a leader 
among the women under tho now fran- 
chise law that gives women tho vote. 
There arc four children, throe in high 
school, and they aro well behaved. 
They can talk English, and with tho 
•use of a dictionary, wo had some fine 
arguments carried on in a friendly 
manner. They have their own convic- 
tions and were interested to hear my 
opinions. I did not hesitate to tell 
them why their people 
wero called 


JJuns. I told them that starting the 
uso of gas was in itself a reason. 
I 


really think tliat they wcro not satis- 
fied that gas was not first employed by 
tho French. Public opinion has boon 
well controlled during tho war, and 
these people do not give credence to 
many incidents of extreme cruelty and 
inhumanity that are well known facts. 
You may thing it, strange that I could 
nit down and talk this thing over, but 
you must remember that these people 
are thoroughly human. They are not 
pleasant for tho sake of propaganda, 
because wo frankly have our differ- 
ences of opinion. It is Germany's ab- 
solute control of censorship by the. mil- 


itary powers that made it possible to 
bring on the war, and mold public 
opinion. They had their share of hard 
ships and inconveniences, but I must 
say that they did not go the limit like 
some other peoples T know would have 
done. They realise who won tliui war, 
and are aware that German military 
power is broken, and that they have n 
tremendous debt to meet for many 
generations to come. There is no feel- 
ing here that we should relent at all 
with any of them, but I cannot conjure 
up a hatred for an intelligent people 
who wore forced into a fight by a mili- 
tary autoerary which was all-powerful. 
Enough of this talk about the German 
people. When the war stopped we were 
about to give them a terrible beating, 
and they knew it. 


I have not yet received the papers 


you mention having sent. I hope they 
come through, as it is interesting to 
get the news. The peace conference is 
the most interesting subject at present. 
It is a. big order to get everything 
straightened out. 


I suppose that many of the bnj s are 


homo by now. It is rather odd that 
neither Gordon or I arc among the 
early ones. I am going down to sec 
him as soon as my major gets back. 
He was at Grandpro on hia surveying 
of soldiers' graves the last letter re- 
ceived. 


You mention that many friends have 


sent their regards. I thank them. Love 
to Auntie and, Jane.

Czechs for hundreds of years before 
Germanic Invaders broke In upon Its 
happy freedom, as early, Indeed, as 
the sixth century before Christ. The 
Czechs' love of country and of liberty 
and their sense of Slavic kinship with 
their oppressed Slovak brethren dwell' 
Ing near by never died or dlmnjojl, 
Dosplto tyranny and persecution they 
have clung to pride In their past and 
to hope for their future; they have 
cherished their language, their litera- 
ture and customs, their common faith 
and Ideals.—Atlanta Journal. 


Birch Bark. 


Tho bark of the yellow birch can be 


compared with nothing else. The tree 
Is unique among trees. 
The yellow 


birch, often better called the sliver 
birch, has a bark more tinsel-like than 
that of any other tree. It seems 'to 
have been mado for camfiers to"nd- 
mire, or perhaps, In an emergency, to 
use to kindle the camp fire. 
But do 


not allow the appreciation of the use- 
ful to overcome your appreciation of 
the beautiful. It Is true that the bark 
may thus bo used for kindling, and It 
Is also probably true that the removal 
of tho loose bark does not Injure the 
tree, but such removal Injures the 
beauty of tho tree, as you then de- 
prive It of Its chief characteristic. The 
manner In which tho bark breaks on 
the main trunk, expands and rolls 
hack In rlhbnti-llko curls and strips, 
which long remain attached and rustle 
In every passing breeze could not fail 
to elicit tho admiration of every lover 
of the forest. 


It Is noticeable that on old trunks 


tho character of tho bark Is different, 
us there It Is roughened by Irregular 
plate-like scales.—Boys' Life. 


Canton a City of Canals. 


At Canton, the oldest city In south- 


ern China, the river Is, In eJfuct, canal- 
ized, and tho shipping Is heavy and 
varied. The water Is deep enough for 
ships of 1,000 tons burden as far as 
tho city, but foreign bouts come up 
only us far as Whampoa, nine lililles 
to the southeast, where there are ex- 
tensive docks.

Wa- 
ter divides the old from the new town 
and surrounds tho Island and the sub- 
urbs, where tho Europeans live, so 
that Canton has an abundance of pic- 
turesque \\*ntur life, Including a big 
houseboat population.
